Council to Study Proposed : 
Operation of Municipal 
Savings Office 


Proposed establishment of a 
municipal savings office for the 
purpose of reducing taxation in 
Edmonton will be studied by 
city council at its regular meet- 
ing Monday night.

LOST ENERGY 
LEADING CLUE 
TO NEUTRINO 


Young Scientists At Uni- 
versity Of Michigan 
Trace Activity 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 23~ 
Proof of the existence of the 
neutrino, @ particle of matter 
much smaller than the electron, 
has been found by two young 
University of Michigan  scient- 
ists, H. Richard Crane and Julius 
Halpern. Crane is a physics in- 
structcr and Halpern was until 
recently a research physicist at 
the Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Certain scientific groups have 
argued @ neutrino must exist to 
account for the disappearance of 
energy in the atom under the pro- 
cess of disintegration. Another 
school, led by Prof. G. E. M. Jaun- 
cey, of George Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis, contends the miss- 
ing energy is hidden in the elec- 
tron which leaves the atom as it 
disintegrates. Each atom is made 
up of a nucleus of protons. sur- 
rounded by one or more electrons 
and when {t undergoes bombard- 
ment, one of the electrons is 
emitted from the atom, changing 
its composition. 

NEUTRINO ESCAPES 


Crane and Halpern worked from 
the fact the separate electrons of 
an atom do not quite add up to the 
atom as a whole, and advanced the 
neutrino theory, that the neutrino, 
a particle so small as to be indivis- 
ible to any observational technique 
yet devised, escapes during the 
smashing process. 

Using the Univ 


rsity’s Cyclotron, 
or “atom-smasher,” and the Wilson 
cloud chamber, they found 
“Neuclar Kicks” far too large to be 
caused by the electron, and which 
could be interpreted only as indi- 
cating that an invisible particle of 


high energy had escaped. 
PHOTOGRAPH PATHS 

By putting a gaseous compound 
of radio-active chlorine into the! 


cloud chamber, which operates by 
condensing droplets of vapor on the 
atoms and electrons as they move} 
about, the two scientists were able 
to photograph, not the particles 
themselves, but their paths and 
movements by their action on the| 
vapor. Thus they were able to} 
measure the recoil of the nucleus 

when It became a new atom by} 
ejecting the electron, tracing the 

course of the nucleus, never before | 
observed. 

If sustained, the new experiments 
ahowing the existence of the neu-| 
trino, may lead to new discoveries} 
in the field of atomic theory. cosmic 
radiation and light. It has been 
suggested li ht consists of neu- 
trinos travelling in pairs 

In any event, the title of smallest 


unit is now held by an_ invisible 
particle many times lighter thar 
the electron itself According to 


Halpern and Crane, the neutrino 
itselfymay remain invisible until a 
new observational technique is de- 
vised,

In the last few days I I “hove received quite 
a number of letters from former asthma suffer- 
ers who have written to tell me of the good re- 
sults they have obtained through following the 
general suggestions I provide regarding the 
method to use in banishing this disorder. 


Most of these correspondents enclosed the 
names of friends and relatives to whom they 
wish me to send information similar to that 
which they have received and which has been 
of so much benefit. 

It is remarkable what a high percentage of 
cases of this disorder can be helped through a 
simple home treatment. The number who find 
relief really depends upon the number who 
follow instructions exactly as given. Many 
asthmatics who read this statement the first 
time, doubt its truth, owing to the fact that they 
have decided their trouble is incurable. I do 
not blame some asthmatics for believing their 
cases hopeless after they have tried so many 
different remedies; however, I wish to assure 
my readers that many of those now suffering 
with asthma could find relief through following 
the methods I advocate, and that the treatment 
is simple enough to be understood by any school- 
boy. 

I find that in all cases of asthma, the under- 
lying causes are essentially the same. There is 
always some restriction present interfering with 
the diaphragm, and there is also usually a form- 
ation of excessive quantities of mucus in the 
bronchial tubes. 

The feeling of suffocation and tightness in the 
chest experienced by the asthmatic is there 
simply because something is interfering with 
breathing. Usually this interference takes the 
form of an obstruction of the diaphragm or 
breathing muscle and usually the diaphragm is 
handicapped in its action either because of poor 
development, or because of the pressure of ex- 
cessive amounts of gas. 

A stomach which is distended from over- 
eating may of course produce a temporary pres- 
sure, but in the chronic cases there is generally 
a tendency to flatulence which still further re- 
tards the action of a poorly * functioning dia- 
phragm. 

There are many contributing causes which 
may precipitate the attack. The patient's sen- 
sitiveness to certain kinds of food; the breathing 
in of an irritating substance from pollens, up- 
holstered furniture, or certain kinds of pillows; 
and the retarding influence of moist climates 
upon skin elimination—these must all be con- 
sidered contributing causes and in my opinion 
are secondary to the main or principal causes I 
have already described. 

The diagnosis of asthma is usually not diffi- 
cult. The word asthma comes from the Greek, 
meaning “to blow” or “to pant.” During the 
attack the patient literally pants for air. In ad- 
dition there may be produced a characteristic 
wheezing sound. 

I find that the rapidity with which the patient 
secures lasting relief from the attacks depends 
to some extent upon how much of a tendency 
there is for the bronchial tubes to throw out 
excess mucus. These cases with little or moder- 
ate mucus secretion will usually respond very 
quickly and the breathing comes back to normal 
within three or four days after the dieting 
regimen is started. When the bronchial tubes 
have become such good eliminative organs that 
they secrete considerable amounts of mucus, re- 
covery generally takes place at a slower rate. 


Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—Miss D. D, writes: “I feel that I 
owe you a letter of thanks to let you know that 
after following your suggestions for overcom- 
ing insomnia, I discovered that all my troubles 
are over. I now go to bed and go to sleep and 
stay that way. Only a person who has been a 
victim of sleeplessness for years can know how 
great is my relief. Now for a question for my 
Aunt: Are all Jumps in the breast cancerous?” 

ANSWER: I am pleased to know that you 
have been able to banish the tendency to in- 
somnia. The breast may be the site of both be- 
nign and malignant tumors—therefore all lumps 
in the breast are not cancerous. On an average, 
it has been found that the benign tumors de- 
velop about the age of 36, while the malignant 
tumors develop when the patient is about 49 
years old. It is always advisable that a patient 
noticing any lump or swelling of the breast re- 
port to her doctor. 

QUESTION—Martin W. inquires: “Have you 
any articles on skin disorders? I have acne and 
my older sister has eczema. We would send for 
the articles if we thought you had them ready.” 

ANSWER: Here is a partial list of some of the 
material on skin disorders: Eczema (Adults); 
Eczema in Babies; Acne; Athlete’s Foot; Pruritis
